For Everglades Deer Herd

As of Tuesday, the level of 
water at the "deer gage," 

of Alligator Alley, i 

Broward County, was at 11.58 
feet (above sea level). This is| 
half a foot above the level re- 
commended for deer by the 
wildlife authorities at this time 
of year. 
Lake Okeechobee was 8/10) 
of a foot above regulation, with 
а stage of 14.32 feet (above sea. 
level). The Army Corps of En- 
gineers is releasing excess water! 
from the Lake to the Gylf-of| 
Mexico, the Caloosahatchee 
River, at a rate of 4,380 cubic| 
feet per second. Another 
cfs is being released to {һе А 
lantic Ocean by way of St. Lv-| 
cie Canal. 

But water continues pouring 
into the big Lake at a rate of 
more than 6,00 cfs from the 
Kissimmee River. And even

Believe it or not, the Justice 
Department entered into a agree-|

People's March that they alone 
would have policing powers with! 
in Resurrection City. In other! 
words, the Washington Police 
force and the National Capital 
Park Police were denied the right 
io police an area within~their 
own jurisdiction. As a result ol 
this arrangement, there has vir- 
tually been no policing in the 
camp, and people have been as- 
saulted and robbed and raped 
withoul the benefit of our Na- 
tion's laws to protect them.

Just as I started to turn off my radio, a song I had never 
beard before caught my, attention The beat sounded off-key as if 
everything was out of focus. Yet, as off-beat as the tune seemed, 
the words held me captive. 

The song began: 

"The other day I heard someone say, "уои know, America 
is in real trouble! Our young men are dying for ideals which| 
don't seem їо mean such to Americans anymore, and we аге 
involved in a half-dozen nameless conflicts, spilling American 
blood on foreign зой.” 

I began to think, what are our soldiers fighting for? They 
are fighting for our nation's freedom, but what are we as Amer- 
icans doing in our homeland to back them up? Not much of any- 
thing. All we can do is sit home and criticize the efforts of 
others. 

The record continued: “Our real trouble doesn't lie in the 
rice paddies of Vietnam . . . in the masses of Red China . 
or in the diabolical intrigues to tbe south of us; America's re: 
troubles lie in the playgrounds of St. Louis, the hillside man- 
sions of San Francisco and the slums of Chicago.” 

І took a deeper look at myself and my country. America 
is becoming corrupt within herself and within the hearts of many 
of its citizens. Once a strong religious nation, America stood up 
for her rights, but now foreign diplomats say ‘wear American down 
gradually, it will eventually fall under the weight of its own cor- 
ruption, and “did you know, it's working." 

The record continues: “The basic ideals and structure of| 
America haven't changed. We have . . . you and me." 

The pilgrims in the year 1620 traveled to America on the 
Mayflower for s£veral reasons.
